KWANGLEE, 
7 Shanghai, Jane 15, 

The Kuwanglee arrived on Saturday and 
prooecied to Kinlosyuen wharf to discharge 

er sarge preparatory to golng-into Tun- 
kkadoo Daok for repaira. 

The Kwanglee left hero on Wednesday for: 
Hongkong and Canton with general aargo 
and a number of nativa passengers, Thiok 
fogs and rain wero cnoountered antil the 
time of tha stranding, the fog being at ona 
time wo dense that tt was considered advis- 
able to anchor, Tho woathor olaring up she 
proceeded, and ut 7.16 p.m, Bonham Toland 
light was passed. Just after 8 o'clools, thera 
Doing denae rain at the time, Hobson Island 
was eighted, which was thought to be Elgar 
Island, Shortly after the ship struck on 
what proved to be Eigar Island. The boats 
Wore at once swung out nod lifsbelta isened 
to tho passengeta, Thea wolls wera sounded 
nod tha vessel found to be making water io 
the fore hold, tho other compartments being 
free, At 9.15 p.m. tho Ktsanglee floated 
off and, finding thot he had-—nearly 10 
feet of water in the fore bold, Captain 
Linooln decided to wait for daylight before 
prococding for Shanghai, At about 8 a.m. 
the anchor was hove up and she proceeded 
for Gutzlaf® where the captain sigualled for 
assistance, after which he turned the ship 
round and steamed back to Rofiles laland, 
where he auohored, Oo Friday morning 
the Samton arrived with a csnteifugal pump 
and gea:, Tho pump was got to work dur. 
ing the afterncon, and shortly after the 
Poochi arrived with another, which was 
started early in tho moraiug. The two 
pumps rapidly gained on the water and at 
4.302,m, the Kwanglee got, under way for 
Shanghai whore she arrived ‘at obout 1.30 
on Saturday afternoon.—-N.-C. Daily Naws,

Fictoria (B. O.}, May %6.—Tho mont 
awful uovident in this history of tha Pacific 
North-west ocourted in this vity todey, A 
trolley oar, tho Iargect in the sorvica of the 
nowly-organized Consolidated Ruilway and 
Lighting Company, loaded with ovor 100 
mon, women and children, crashed through 
Point Eliice bridge, carrying moat of its 
buman cargo to 4 watery grave, Tho ac- 
eident ocourred at 3 o’clook this afternoon.

‘ PHILLIPINES, 
BERIOUH. ALLEGATIONS. *-* 
A ccrrespondent writes to the Strails 
Times :-- 
Whereas the Customs rules end regula- | 
tions in Ohina aro of the easiest kind ; 
posible, those in the Phillipines are ‘of 
the most stringent, and, In fact, for the 
imatter of that, thoy are the same in all 
Spanish ports all the world over, Ogm- 
mandors of vensels going to Manila’ or to 
any of the neighbouring islands, if they 
content thamsclyes to put up with and bear 
the somewhot burdensome rulea and re- 
guistione, and, sbove all things, show a 
certain amount of attention to the officials, 
got along protty woll ; but thoao who show 
an inclination to demur, and are in the 
least. way uncivil to any of ‘tho Quetoms 
poople, faro’ somewhat adip, and it will 
edat that ship a protty sum before it gets 
away again, A vessel bound to Manila is 
roquired to give in, besides duplicate copies 
of the cargo manifest, a list of everything 
on board: knives, forke, and spoons, cook. 
ing utensils in tho galley, aud even o bird 
in a cage, i 
Upon arrival, the ship must anchor 
soveral mifes outside of tho harbour limits 
till the Horbour Master or his deputy, 
accompanied by the hearth  oflicar, 
errives. The Customs Jaunch comes 
within a fow yards of tho ship, and a 
long pair of tongs arc held up to receive 
the ship’s papers, and these aro handled in 
away which often raises a amile ; the whole 
of the paopla on board aro then ‘rouatered 
aft, and 60 arranged that thoy can bo 
easily counted ond seen if any oro sick or 
not, aa tho case may ba.

on board, and they will remain there 
till the sbip’s departure. Cabins hava to 
be given to thes officers; their food, 
wine, and liquors, with cigars or cigs- 
rettes, have. to. bs found them,
